I hope you are news making a novena both for more 
vocations to the religious life and for God’s blessing on the 
Priests, Brothers and Sisters who are engaged in various 
forms of religious activities in the United States. 
While Christ says “You have not chosen Me, but I have 
chosen you,” often His voice is not felt distinctly by the in- 
dividual who does not =!ace himself as wax in God’s hands, 
to be used as God sees fit. Since our minds have been pre- 
occupied with this thought throughout the Holy Season, and 
our joint prayers are being offered to our Divine Lord im- 
mediately preceding the feast on which He ordained His 
first priests, the light and grace besought from Heaven 
should come in abundance. 

In some dioceses, next Sunday, on the feast of the Resur- 
rection of our Lord, a special collection is taken up to defray 
the cost of board and tuition-of all the students now in the 
geminary preparing themselves for the holy ministry. 

Since only a limited number of parents will see one of

It is Good Friday morning and Judas stands once more within the Temple. 
No longer gloatingly fingering the thirty pieces of tainted silver, but wild- 
eyed, lashed by the stinging memory of heinous crime, he seeks in one last 
moment of despairing hope to undo the murder of his Lord. Back to God’s 
Temple, back to the Priests of God’s Law he goes, and, with a shriek that 
froze the very blood within their veins, he hisses forth: “I have sinned in 
betraying innocent blood.” Quickly the bloodshot, gleaming eyes question 


——~ | each face for a single, pitying glance, each lip for a single merciful word— 


but there is none. Sneering, and loathing the scapegoat of their sins, the 
criminal Priests add yet another sin to their deicide of that day—and Judas 
goes out and hangs himself. 

There tre times in each of our lives, when a needy fellow exile comes to 
us. It may be that his path of life has crossed and recrossed with sickening 
frequency the foulest ways of sin, it may be that the laws of God and man 
have been unbrokenly defied; but here and now a soul, with yet a chance for 
Heaven, comes asking for our aid. Insincerity there may have been, and 
scandal too, and faithlessness to plighted oaths, yes, and even yet a gross 
impenitence; but here and now the path may break away and lead to Heaven, 
if we but take the hesitatingly outstretched hand. 

Again, in the varying story of each day, others may come to us to give 
them a meed of cheer, a word of comfort and of help. Whether our life is led 
out in the busy world or within the quiet home, whether in classroom or at 
God’s altar, again and again the weary and ill of heart bring us their burden 
of sorrow and of siri. Fathers and mothers, teachers and companions, friends 
and chance acquaintances in life, all have their own grave duty in this way. 
The little ones come, and it may be that sin has just soiled their souls, and 
they dread the first acknowledgment. It may be the young have set their 
feet on a road that is not God’s and now they would travel homeward again, 
but shrink the asking for the way. Fearful, halting hearts of older folk draw 


near with shoulders bent with the burdens of life, burdens too often of their 


own sad making, and they would that we lift a bit and bring brief surcease 
of their labors, They come, one and all, and we? There are times when we 
would fain throw back the words of the faithless priests of old, times when 
we would point to the faulty steps that led their feet astraying. But ours is 
not to sting and chide and fling the haughty words of condemnation, no, not 
ours “to make empty the soul of the hungry and take away drink from the 
thirsty.” We are exiles too, and home lies far away, and who knows but we 
may miss the way at times ourselves—and then? Nor was it nor is it the 
way of our changeless Friend, who crushed not the bruised reed nor quenched 
the burning flax. Up to the moment of death He gives us His-grace, no matter 
what the past has been; and are we to act the judge when our Lord refrains? 
Hearts are raw and sensitive and fearful of the touch of others’ hands, and 
shall we make them suffer more? They may have lost their faith in men and 
scarce trust anyone, and shall we root their baneful judgments firmer? It 
may be in God’s designs we are the last link that can rebind them to His love, 
and.it must not be that they shall be sundered from their God forever. 

Dear Jesus, kindest, gentlest Lord, teach me, oh, teach me the patience 
that was Yours. [ am so prone to act the judge and not the loving friend. 
But school me, Lord, in Your kindly ways, and let me lead vagrant souls 
again to You. And if at times I must be very firm and maybe chide a bit, let 
it be as You rebuked, and left no sting. Thus shall Your work be done as You 
would have it and thus shall I bring Your children back to You.
